TOWN WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Worcester, ss: 


To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify, and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall on Monday, the fifth day of March next, punctually at 9 
o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon on said day of meeting) to act upon the follow- 
ing articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three years, one Road 
Commissioner for three years, one Assessor to serve three years, 
one member of the School Committee to serve for three years, 
five Constables, one Trustee of Public Library to serve three 


years, one Trustee of Public Library to serve two years, one 
Park Commissioner to serve three years, and one Tree Warden 
to serve for one year; also to bring in their ballots “Yes” or 
“No” in answer to the question: “Shall licenses be granted for 
the sale of certain non-intoxicating beverages in this town?” 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of 
the Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of 
said Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the treasury such sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial 
year. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1924, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1924. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
or appropriate two hundred dollars ($200) toward defraying 
the expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services. 


Article 10. To see what date, if any, not later than 
October 15th, the Town will fix, upon which taxes shall be 
payable. 
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Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the 
Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
location of an additional hydrant on Dutcher Street, and raise 
and appropriate or appropriate money therefor, or take any 
action in relation to the foregoing. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a 
new ladder truck, and raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the Treasury, a sum not ex- 
ceeding nine thousand dollars ($9,000.00) therefor, or take 
any action in relation to the foregoing. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to repair Hope- 
dale, Green, Mill, Mellen, Plain and Warfield Streets, or portions 
of any or all of them, and raise and appropriate or appropriate, 
from any surplus or available funds in the treasury, a sum not 
to exceed fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) therefor, or take 
any action relative to the foregoing. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will petition the Com- 
monwealth for the installation of an accounting system under 
the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by post- 
ing up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in 
said Town, seven days at least before the time set for said 
meeting. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, 
with your doings thereon, to the Clerk of said Town, at the 
time of meeting aforesaid.

TOWN MEETING MARCH 5, 1923. 


Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, met at the Town Hall and punctually at nine 
o'clock in the forenoon, were called to order by Clerk of said 
Town, who read the Warrant and under: 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen Moderator with 
the use of the check list. 
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Article 2. Voted: ‘That the Town proceed to vote for 
the necessary town officers by ballot, all upon one ballot, namely, 
Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three 
years, one Assessor to serve three years, one member of the 
School Committee to serve for three years, five Constables, one 
Trustee of Public Library to serve three years, one Trustee of 
Public Library to serve two years, one Park Commissioner to 
serve three years and one Tree Warden to serve for one year, al- 
so to bring in their ballots, “Yes” or “No” in answer to the * 
question: “Shall licenses be granted for the sale of certain non- 
intoxicating beverages in this Town?” 


Article 3. Voted: Unanimously, that the report of the 
Selectmen, Overseers of Poor, School Committee, Engineers of 
Fire Department, and all other officers of the town be accepted 
as printed. 


Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a Finance 
Committee of eleven who shall retire and recommend a list of 
appropriations for the year ensuing.

Article 5. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1923, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred under 
this vote to be paid from the revenue of said financial year. 


Article 6. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1924, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred under this 
vote to be paid from the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1924. 


Article 7. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of two hun- 
dred ($200.00) dollars be appropriated from the surplus, or any 
unappropriated and available funds in the treasury of the town, 
toward defraying the expenses of Memorial Day, of said amount 
$100.00 to be paid Post 22 G. A. R. and $100.00 to the American 
Legion. 
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Article 8. Voted: ‘To turn over to the Library the money 
refunded to the town from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. Voted: That the compensation of the Collector 
of Taxes for the year 1923, be $275.00, all the expenses connected 
with the collection of taxes for the year 1923 to be borne by the 
town and paid from the appropriation for the Incidental Depart- 
ment. 


Article 10. Voted: ‘That all taxes shall be payable on 
October Ist, and bills for the same shall be sent out on or before 
that date, and that all taxes remaining unpaid after the expira- 
tion of eighteen days from said October Ist, shall bear interest 
at the rate of six per cent. per annum from said October Ist, and 
as otherwise provided by law. 


Article 11. Voted: ‘To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 12. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of Twenty- 
five hundred ($2500.00) dollars be appropriated from the 
surplus, or any unappropriated and available funds in the treas- 
ury of the town for the suppression of the Gypsy and Brown Tail 
Moths. 


Article 13. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of Fifty 
($50.00) dollars be appropriated from the surplus, or any unap- 
propriated and available funds in the treasury of the town for the 
location of an additional hydrant on Dutcher Street. 


Article 14. Voted: Unanimously, that the town purchase a 
new ladder truck, and that the sum of Nine Theusand ($9000.00) 
dollars be appropriated for this purpose from the surplus, or any 
unappropriated and available funds in the treasury of the town. 


Article 15. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town repair 
Hopedale, Green, Mill, Mellen, Plain and Warfield Streets, and 
that the sum of Fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars be appro- 
priated for this purpose from the surplus or any unappropriated 
and available funds in the treasury of the town. 
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Article 16. Voted: Unanimously, that the town do not 
petition the Commonwealth for the installation of an accounting 
system under the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 
A hand vote was taken on the above question with this result: 
No 16. Yes 0. 


Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the after- 
noon. 


Punctually at one o’clock, the polls were declared closed ;

To whom it may concern: 


The Road Commissioners of the town of Hopedale have de- 
cided to put street signs around the town and find that this deci- 
sion meets with the general approval of the citizens. 

The Commissioners have also decided that it will be wise to 
install town signs in addition and on the town to town signs the 
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name of the street appears at two important junction points 
along what is known as West Main Street. While it is unneces- 
sary to have street names descriptive, it is certainly desirable that 
they should not be deceptive and the Commissioners feel that the 
name West Main Street appearing on a town to town sign might 
be deceptive to visitors. 

The principal or Main street of Hopedale is ‘Hopedale 
Street”? and it runs north and south, so that a West Main Street 
in Hopedale is a deceptive name. For this reason the Commis- 
sioners have decided to change the name of West Main Street 
to Mendon Street, this name being changed from the Milford 
town line to the Mendon town line; the change to take effect at 
once. 

We are writing this letter to you as a property owner on 
what was formerly West Main Street and is in future to be known 
as Mendon Street, and that with this explanation the change will 
be satisfactory to you.

The matter of the name of West Main Street was brought 
before the board and after consideration, it was unanimously 


Voted: That the names of Main and West Main Streets, 
now used to designate that highway extending from the Milford 
and Hopedale town line, westerly across Hopedale Street to the 
Hopedale and Mendon town line, and constituting the main high- 
way from the central village of Mendon, be and hereby are 
changed to Mendon Street, so that the entire length of said high- 
way between said town lines be hereafter designated and named 
Mendon Street. 


And a sample letter to be sent to property owners along 
Mendon Street was submitted, and it was the understanding of 
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the Board that this letter be sent out. ‘The foregoing is here 
entered as a matter of record.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale duly qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, met at 
Town Hall, and punctually at seven-thirty o’clock in the even- 
ing, were called to order by the Clerk of said Town who read 
the Warrant, and under 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen Moderator with 
the use of the check list. 


Article 2. Voted: That the following be and hereby is 
made and established a by-law for the Town of Hopedale, the 
same to be in addition to the present by-laws of the town, and 
that it be known as Article XI thereof and otherwise designated 
as follows: 


ARTICLE XI. 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of nine members, to be appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 
Promptly after this by-law shall go into effect, the Board of 
Selectmen shall appoint from the registered voters of the town 
three members of said committee to serve for the remainder of 
the present municipal year, three to serve until the expiration of 
the next following municipal year, and three to serve until the 
expiration of the two next following municipal years, and each 
year thereafter the Board of Selectmen, promptly after their 
election, shall appoint from said registered voters three mem- 
bers of said committee to serve for three years. All duly ap- 
pointed members of the committee shall continue as such until 
their successors are chosen. 


The Board of Selectmen shall fill, by appointment, vacan- 
cies in the committee at any time occurring by reason of death, 
resignation, or from other cause. 
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Section 2. The Committee shall organize each year by 
the selection of a chairman and a clerk. The clerk shall keep 
records of the doings of the Committee. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee to con- 
sider all articles in the Warrants for town meetings, that in- 
volve the expenditure of money, and at the meetings make recom- 
mendations in regard to the action that should be taken there- 
on. It shall also consider and report at each town meeting its 
recommendations as to any and all appropriations of money 
proposed to be made at said meeting. 


Section 4. All officers and boards of officers, agents and 
committees of the town shall give the committee access to their 
books, records and accounts, and furnish to it all information 
with respect to the conduct of the town’s affairs that it shall 
request. It may make such reports and recommendations to the 
town and the proper officers thereof, with respect to the man- 
agement of the town’s affairs and the conduct of any depart- 
ment as it shall deem proper. 


Article 3. Voted: That in addition to all prior appropri- 
ations, there be appropriated for the use of the Bancroft Public 
Library all cash receipts now received by the treasurer in con- 
nection with the conduct of the library. 


Article 4. Voted: That in addition to all prior appropri- 
ations there be appropriated sixteen hundred ($1600.00) dollars 
from any surplus or unappropriated funds in the hands of the 
treasurer, for the Town House account. 


Article 5. Voted: That in addition to all prior appropri- 
ations there be appropriated thirty-six hundred ($3600.00) 
dollars from any surplus or unappropriated funds in the hands 
of the treasurer, for the Poor Department. 
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Article 6. Voted: That in addition to all prior appropri- 
ations there be appropriated seven thousand, two hundred eight- 
een ($7218.19) dollars and nineteen cents from any surplus or 
unappropriated funds, in the hands of the treasurer, for the 
Highway Department. 


Article 7. Voted: That in addition to all prior appropria- 
tions there be appropriated twenty-five hundred ($2500.00) 
dollars from any surplus or unappropriated funds in the hands of 
the treasurer, for school purposes. 


Article 8. Voted: To pass this article. 


Article 9. Voted: ‘That the town accept all conveyances 
of real estate heretofore made to the town and duly recorded. 


Article 10. Voted: That the town authorize the fire 
engineers to locate a fire alarm box on a private way known as 
Hill Street and that the sum of two hundred and seventy 
($270.00) dollars be appropriated therefor.

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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, as amended by Chapter 280, 
Acts of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city 
or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date and 
place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number of the 
ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or deliver 
the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this section 
need not be given if the notice required by the following section 
is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to 
be reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician 
or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
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from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has 
been properly reported to him. ‘The report required to be made 
by this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceding section, and as above provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preced- 
ing section shall not be required. A physician or midwife who 
neglects to make and keep the record hereby required or who 
neglects to report in the manner specified above each birth within 
fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or regis- 
trar shall file daily with the local board of health a list of all 
births reported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, 
sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

NO-SCHOOL SIGNALS. 


The no-school signal is 2-2-2-2. 

Given at 7.45 A. M. it closes all elementary grades for the fore- 
noon and the high school for the day. 

Given at 8.00 A. M. it closes all schools below the fifth grade 
for the forenoon. 

Given at 12.15 P. M. it closes all schools below the fifth grade 
for the afternoon. 

Given at 12.30 P. M. it closes all the elementary grades for the 
afternoon. 

It is important to note the time at which the signals are given. 
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ATTENDANCE LAWS. 


The state laws governing school attendance require that: 

Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless he is 
physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen years of age 
unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend school all 
the time the school is in session. Every child from fourteen to 
sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such child has re- 
ceived an employment certificate and is regularly employed ac- 
cording to law for at least six hours a day. 

If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child shall be con- 
sidered an habitual truant and may be sent to a truant school. 

If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


A REGULATION OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance to the 
‘first grade this coming fall a child must be six years of age on 
or before October 1, 1924. 

No child can enter the Kindergarten school unless such 
child shall become five years of age on or before October 1 fol- 
lowing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For a 
child to enter the Kindergarten this coming fall he must be five 
years of age on or before October 1, 1924.) 

No child can enter school for the first time during the year 
after October 1, except in special cases by permission. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


Education is the chief interest of the American people. No 
phase of living has so much of the attention of our people as 
learning has. All parents and the public in general are much 
interested in and largely concerned about schools. A large 
amount of money is expended upon the public schools and the 
other institutions of learning in our country. The vast majority 
of the American people has come to realize and appreciate the 
fact that schools are the great opportunity for the education of 
our children and youth. 

It is a most encouraging sentiment of society that to-day 
more than ever before, most parents feel it to be their highest 
obligation and greatest privilege to see that their children have 
the best possible education as the great essential preparation for 
the strenuous duties of life. 

Most towns and cities of our state give liberal financial sup- 
port to their public schools. Hopedale schools are generously 
provided with excellent buildings, equipment, supplies and other 
material advantages. 

During the summer vacation the interior of the Dutcher 
Street building was thoroughly refinished thus making a great 
improvement in attractiveness as well as giving better light. The 
desks and seats in the Chapel Street building have been greatly 
improved by removing the oldest non-adjustable ones and by re- 
pairing, smoothing down and varnishing the rest. 

A quantity of new seats, desks and chairs were purchased 
for the High School to provide for the increased number of 
pupils. The installing of electric lights in the High School 
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building has been completed. Now the whole building enjoys the 
benefit of good lighting for dark days and evenings. One new 
L. C. Smith & Bros. typewriter has been added to the equipment 
of the commercial department. 

The Manual Training equipment has been moved into a 
room fitted up in the basement of the Dutcher Street building 
and now the work is carried on there. ‘This change has given one 
more class room for our much enlarged High School, and is of 
great advantage to the Wood-working classes. A new piano 
has been placed in the Dutcher Street assembly hall, and the one 
which was there has been put in the lower hall where it is in 
daily use. 

All of our school rooms are well filled, and the High School 
building is rather crowded. Should there be any material in- 
crease in the school population, more school room must be pro- 
vided. The enrollment figures show that the school population 
in town has increased considerably. 

During the past four years the High School enrollment has 
increased much each year, and the prospects are that next year 
there will be an increase of several more pupils. The number 
of teachers has increased by two. ‘These statements are not in- 
tended to imply that the good work of the school in past years 
has necessarily become better, but this condition does show that 
a much larger proportion of our school population is having the 
opportunity of whatever advantages the High School may give. 

To rank as the best, public schools have five great needs :— 


(1). Well trained, experienced, loyal spirited, satisfied 
teachers. 

(2). Co-operating, helpful, loyal, supporting parents who 
are not prone to damaging criticism. 

(3). Adequate, comfortable, well-equipped school build- 
ings. 

(4). Good play grounds with some play apparatus. 


(5). “Good, healthy, happy well-trained children from 
the standpoint of home training as well as deportment at school, 
regular in attendance.” 
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The most of these needs are well supplied in this town. 
Our school work has progressed harmoniously during the past 
year. This very satisfactory condition is due largely to the 
character of our teaching force. The splendid congenial devoted 
spirit of our teachers is commendable. We covet and strive for 
this good spirit without which the success of a school system can- 
not be obtained. 

There were but two changes in the teaching staff during the 
summer vacation. We also regretted to receive the resignation 
of our esteemed Kindergarten teacher in December who left for 
larger opportunities and more salary. Best results can be secured 
only with the continued service of efficient teachers. We earnestly 
hope that no conditions will exist that shall cause a loss of any 
of our corps of teachers, this coming year. 

New seats and desks were placed in the room that has been 
used by the second grade in the Dutcher Street building, and the 
seventh grade was transferred from the Chapel Street building to 
this room. This is an advantage in that we now have all the 
seventh and eighth grades in one building. 

On account of the increased number of pupils, one more 
teacher was engaged for the High School after the opening of 
the fall term. The school now has five teachers beside those 
teaching special subjects. This number should make it possible 
for the classes in nearly all subjects to meet five times per week, 
and for the teacher in each subject to be one who has had a major 
training in the subject she teaches. 

The larger number of pupils in the school necessitates orderly 
conduct about the building. To learn to act and move in an 
orderly manner in crowds, each waiting for his turn, is a most 
essential training for these times with our vast population and 
crowds everywhere. Good manners, courtesy, refinement and 
culture are even more important subjects for instruction in the 
school than Arithmetic, Algebra, a Foreign Language, etc. In- 
struction in the Consideration of Others is the basis of good citi- 
zenship teaching. Street and general safety rules are to-day a 
necessary part of school instruction. 
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More attention should be given to teaching thrift and care- 
fulness in the use of property, especially public property, includ- 
ing school books and supplies, in all our schools. ‘Though it is 
an important factor, learning to put money in the bank is but a 
small part of the training in real thrift. If we could introduce 
a system of school Savings which would involve but a small 
amount of bookkeeping, we would urge that such a system be 
adopted, especially in the Elementary grades. 

Some of the outstanding problems before our High School 
will be the crowded condition of the building, the lack of am- 
bition for high scholarship, and the demands of the Washington 
Trip. | 

In a school of large numbers there is a great tendency for 
certain pupils to become indifferent to the necessity of keeping up 
with their work. ‘The sluggard is apt to have more company in 
the large class and to be less embarrassed when he fails and he 
thus finds it quite easy to drift along. 

Not all pupils can secure “Excellent” or “Good” rank but 
to allow the school to become a loafing place for any pupil 
should not be tolerated. Such pupil, if he is above the school 
requirement attendance age, much better be outside trying to take 
‘his part in the work of life’s industry. 

There is a grave danger in connection with this splendid 
custom of the Washington Trip against which we should guard. 
The financing of this trip must be so managed that the raising 
of the necessary funds will not become an irksome burden upon 
the public. This problem will be more difficult as the size of the 
graduating classes increase. For a class to raise Twelve hundred 
dollars or more is a large undertaking. The school may well 
give entertainments by which funds can be raised. These enter- 
tainments and other functions should be of such a nature as to 
show the talent and work of the school, and to be well worth 
the price of admission fee, and worthy of the patronage of the 
public. The ‘Help us out” spirit should not be manifest, neither 
should this undertaking become the dominating interest of the 
school. 
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The Evening Session of the Elementary schools held last 
May was a pleasant occasion and a decided success. It gave 
the two hundred fifty visitors quite a fair impression of the daily 
school work. We are very grateful for the patronage and inter- 
est shown by the parents and friends upon this occasion. 

The program of the Concert given by the schools was well 
rendered and much appreciated by the large audience in the 
town hall. These entertainments which demonstrate the talent 
and work of the school pupils does much to encourage interest 
and co-operation of parents. An excellent art exhibit of school 
drawings was shown on this evening. . 

The High School Prize Speaking Contest deserves a con- 
tinued and an enlarged interest and patronage. A public debate 
by the school which would encourage training in that useful art 
is desirable. A school magazine would give opportunities in a 
literary line. It is to be regretted that our school has not made 
a better showing in the Patrick Peace contest in the past two 
years. We earnestly hope that the school will make a strong ef- 
fort for success in that contest this year. 

The work in the various school departments—Music, Draw- 
ing, Woodwork, Sewing, Cooking and Health Instruction has 
been carried on as usual. This past year Freehand Drawing has 
been given one half day each week in the High School. On ac- 
count of the large number of girls it has been necessary to lessen 
some of the work in sewing. Our Domestic Science Department 
ought to be one of real Household Arts training. 

Some of the subjects taught in school are especially broadly 
fundamental and liberally cultural, giving an insight to the 
world of thought and acts. Other subjects, more of which are 
being introduced in schools to-day, are special and vocational in 
nature. Aside from the elementary introduction, these latter sub- 
jects should be pursued only by those pupils who are adapted to 
them and expect to make use of them later; and the instruction in 
such subjects should be carried far enough so that the pupils will 
obtain a workable proficiency in them. Aside from the elementary 
work taken by the ninth year class, Mechanical Drawing is given 
to those who show ability to make profitable use of it. 
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The examination of pupils made by our school physician in 
September showed that there has been some improvement in health 
conditions, especially of the teeth, throat and-nose. The physi- 
cian reported a lack of good posture. 

Lack of sanitary and health conditions of some pupils often 
cause considerable annoyance. Some children, and even a few 
parents, have that lack of pride and interest in society which 
makes learning the lessons of health a slow process. Getting 
health knowledge and health habits is a process of education. In 
this work of education the school nurse, in co-operation with class 
instruction, can do much in the schools and homes by becoming 
a friendly helper in the family. She should be a welcome visitor 
in every home, and especially in those where she can be most help- 
ful. 

Physical education is also an important part of this health 
education. The writer is longing for the time when we shall have 
the very desirable combination of the nurse work and _ physical 
training instruction. Physical training which shall train for 
good posture in sitting and standing to develop room and strength 
for the vital organs, so essential for life and good health, is 
much needed. 

During the school year—fall and winter—our schools have 
been quite free from any epidemic, there having been but a few 
cases of chicken pox. 

A class of girls from the eighth grades is being trained in 
Mothercraft by Mrs. Sherborne under the direction of the Quin- 
shipaug Woman’s Club. As a knowledge of this subject is es- 
sential to the health and happiness of all homes, it very rightly 
becomes a part of school education. A graduation of this class 
will be held later. 

One of the needs of Best Schools as mentioned previously 
in this report is Good Play Ground with some play apparatus. A 
little play ground equipment placed in some corner of our Park 
would be of great value to the children. Spontaneous and well 
directed play is the best possible physical training. We hope that 
this need can be supplied soon. 
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Two girls’ home work Achievement Clubs were conducted 
during a part of the year under the instigation of the Worcester 
County. Extension Service with the Leadership of Miss Alice 
Bateson. These clubs elected their own officers, held regular 
meetings, faithfully did their home work, kept the records, wrote 
the required reports and won banners and pins. A closing exhibit 
of their work in sewing and cooking with a brief entertainment 
was held in the school hall, and prizes were awarded by Miss 
Proctor and Miss Bennett of the Extension Service. The parents 
who attended this exhibit and all called it a very enjoyable time. 
The girls also enjoyed much the weeks of work and meetings. 

For the first time a graduation of the eighth grades was held 
in the school hall on June 15th and diplomas were presented by 
Miss Sornborger of the school committee to the class of thirty- 
six. This innovation proved worth while and will be continued 
this year. 

One of our greatest problems in all schools, in some in- 
stances, is the lack of real diligence and good scholarship. There 
seems to be quite large groups here and there in whom it is im- 
possible to develop good scholastic ability. 

This condition has no doubt existed to some extent ever since 
public schools were started, but it seems to be specially marked in 
these times. It is due, not only to the possible lack of inherent 
ability, but more largely to the many diverting attractions ram- 
pant to-day. Pernicious exciting moving pictures and the many 
like distracting influences of present day life are more than the 
frailty of childhood can endure, and the growing mind be kept 
well balanced. The prevailing liberality toward thought and 
action, gives too much freedom for the undeveloped mind and 
body, and our children become helpless and unable to keep poise 
in conduct or concentrate careful thought upon worth while 
things. 

If we are to maintain our nation of sturdy well balanced 
people, we must protect and guard our children against this ex- 
citing strain and many demoralizing influences with which the 
young mind is not able to cope, and with which nature never in- 
tended it should. Here is the great opportunity and duty of 
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parents to jealously care for their children and to keep them pure 
in mind as well as body in order that they shall give all of their 
interests and powers to those things which are so essential for 
growth to make life useful and beautiful. 

Exceptional opportunities for school education are given in 
Hopedale, and these privileges with those from the rich heritage 
left by the early settlers of this town should be improved and ap- 
preciated by children and parents. 

The superintendent of schools is very grateful for the excel- 
lent harmonious spirit of pupils and teachers and the generous 
assistance of school officers and all concerned in our efforts for 
the schools of Hopedale.
